BOISE — Former Idaho congressman 
George Hansen was in a subdued and 
philosophical mood after his release from a 
six-month federal prison term. 

"You keep busy wherever you are. I was 
not really concerned about It," Hansen said 

In a telephone Interview. ■ 

.And his future plans? 

"I’m going to be very busy, no Question 
about it. 1 have lots of things to do," he said.

around his Arlington, Va., home "getting 
reacquainted with my famUy.” 

Hansen, 56, was released Friday morning 
from a federal prison at Petersburg, Va. He 
was sentenced to serve five to 15 months for 
four violations of the federal Ethics in Gov- 
ernment Act. 

Hansen is the first elected official sent to 
jail. for violating the act. A jury convicted 
him' on four counts of falling to rep^ loans 
and profits on commodities transactions. 
Together, the counts covered $330,000 in 

loans and unreported profits. — 

- Hansen - apiwaled for two years before 


reporting to prison last May. In 1084, he 
managed to campaign for Congress, seeking 
bis eighth tcrm-asJdaho’s 2nd District con- 
gressman. 

D^plte widespread publicity about the 
crlirilnol charges facing him, Hansen lost by 
only 170, votes to Democrat Richard Stall- 
ings. And to show how well-known, is the 
Hansen name, after a quarter-century in 
Idaho politic's, his wife, Connie, launched a 
last-minute bid in the GOP congressional 

primary. : - 

—Despite -her husband's problems,— little

In a five-person field. 

Among the parole conditions Hansen must 
meet arc*restrlcllons on IravelrThat looms 
as a major handicap for a man who has been 
engaged in political campaigns and 
worldwide traveifor a quarter of a century. 

As a siUin^ngressman, he once made an 
unauthorized trip to Iran in an attempt to 
free Am^loan hostages. He also has been to 
South America. 

Hansen said he would t^ through bis. 
Jawyers-for easing of a travel- restriction 
which keeps him in the Immediate area of 


his home and requires him to seek special 
permission before he travels for business or 
personal reasons. 

"We’re going to have to get teat decided 
shortly.

Hansen also chafes under another restric- 
tion — that he can’t associate with ex-con- 
vlcts or known criminals. 

He said he plans to .work on reforming 
prison conditions.

Swan Falls Dam Is bracketed by 
the liell’s Canyon and C.J. Strike 
dams, whore IPC's water rights are 
subordinated. 

. "Swan Falls raised all the water 
.rights issues that needed to be rats- 
,ed." says Nelson, IPC’s attorney. 

To underslanB the Importance of 
the Swan ' Falls issue, one must 
understand the importance of the 
Snake River to Idaho. 

A major portion of Idaho's In- 
dustry, agriculture and population 
follows the 1,000-milc Snake through 
Idaho,' from Its orlglns-irr Wyoming • 
to Its .confluence with the Columbia 
In Washington. 

Its waters made the desert bloom. 
And its swift currents and spec- 
taculor falls, which were once an 
.obstacle to 19lh century explorers, 
:now spin hydroelectric turbines 
:which produce more than 65 percent 
oflPC’seleclricity. 

"Down here, the Snake River Is 
everyone’s meal ticket," says Tony 


’•IcNcvln, an Eden native who now 
lives In Jerome. "Twin Falls 
wouldn't be here without It. My dad 
told me that when 1 grew up. 
Everyone’s dad did." 

• McNevln, a friend of Attorney 
General Jim Jones, worked to defeat 
candidates who supported IPC's 
argument In the Swan Fallsdebate. 

Yard Chatbum, a former long- 
time stale reprcscnatlve from At* 
blon, describes the Snake as "the 
Jugular vein of the state." Southern 
Idaho's most important cities 
wouldn't be here if It weren’t for the 
Snake,, he says. "Think If we didn't 
have Twin Falls and Burley." 

Until the mid-1970s, IPC's Inter- 
ests and the state's Interests In pro- 
tecting agriculture had always run 
parallel. Agricuimre's claims to the 
water ^mc first, because 
agriculture was the -pillar of the 
state’s economy. And IPC con- 
sistently promoted high-llfl pumping 
and diversion of the Snake for 
agriculture. 

In 1953, during Federal Power 
Commission hearings on the Hells 
Canyon dam project, then-IPC at- 
torney R.P. Parry teslllled that 
"historically, the applicant has 
always cqnccdcd that water rights 
for future Irrigation development 
shall have precedence over their 
hydroelectric water rights.” 

In addition to maintaining Its 
position before the. Federal Power 
Commission, • IPC confirmed Us 
policy-with Ihen-GovrLen-Jordan-in- 
a . March 14, 1^2. letter to Jordan 
Irom' A.C, Inman, then-IPC vice 
president. Inman said that IPC ”ful-~ 
iy recognizes the primary Impor- 
tance in Southern Idaho of the use of 
water for reclamation and irrigation 
purposes” and had never protested 
dlversionofwaler for agriculture. 

Twenty-five 'years later It all 
changed when Peavey filed a com- 
plaint wlih the state PUC saying 


!PC was not protecting its water 
rights on the river. 

What triggered the complaint and 
eventual court suit was IPC’s pro- 
posal to build the 1,000-mcgawatt 
Pioneer coal-fired power plant el 
Bliss, Peavey says. 

Opponents of the plan argued that 
if IPC protected Its water rights on 
the Snake, it would not need the new 
powcrplanl. 

Adds Peavey. “We had tried for 
years to implement minimum flow- 
through on the Snake, but wc were 
never successful because Idaho 
Power fought It. They loved the 
growth.” 

In the end, it was strong public 
opposition based on environmental 
concerns that led IPC lo announce. 
In September 1976, that It was not 
going to build Pioneer. 

From Peavey.’s perspective, his 
suit and the Swan Falls agreement 
made Idaho Power "come around.” 

"We forced them to change sides." 
he says. "We forced them to go from 
pro-dcvciopmcnt to a position of 
shepherding, of looking out for the 
water. Wc made them defend the 
river."' 

Although Peavey 'says his suit ' 
forced Idaho Power to change, a 
memo .from IPC attorney Nelson 
reveals that the company was con- 
sidering such a move a year earlier. 

The June 22, 1976, memo from 
Nelson to James E. Bruce, IPC's 
chairman at the time, addressed the 
-^‘poEsibiUty of-usjng thc Swan Palls 
water right to stop upstream deple- 
tion of the river by' Irrigation pro- 
■jeets..." 

Nelson confirms that the company 
was thinking about asserting its 
water rights prior to Pcavey's com- 
plaint. "Peavey Just beat us to the 
courthouse." Nelson says. 

And IPC spokesman Jim Taney 
says that IPC had been aware for 20 
years of a coming crossroads be- 


tween agriculture and energy. 

But Taney says the state’s largest 
utility waited until the I970s to 
speak publicly about its concerns. 
Stale policy prior to that was all 
pro-agricultural development. 

"Wc were not choUcnglng stale 
policy, even when w<*^dld speak out 
pointing-out- the repercussions,” he 
says. “IPC was not in a position lo 
dictate state policy. 

"I don’t think Pioneer spawned 
the (water rights) Issue, (but) it 
was raised and coming into focus.” 
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Thoughtful iail plan 
will benefit taxpayers 

Despite a sharp defeat by the voters over a propos- 
ed hospital restructuring, the Twin Falls County 
Commissioneh are on the right track in setting up a 
public decision on’ a proposed new jail for Twin Falls 
County. 

Some may say the voters should ‘*get a rest” from 
decisions and not be presented with the issue 
anytime soon. 

But that position, in our view, defies both economic 
logic as well as the pending threat of more legal ac- . 
tion. 

The existing jail, at the top of the courthouse, has 
been held unconstitutional and limits have been plac- 
ed on Its use. Those limits could become more severe 
if the county delays indefintely.' 

Costs for transporting prisoners around the valley 
to less-crowded facilities were more than $21,000 in 
the month of November. That is simply money 
thrown away. 

The commissioners have picked an architectural 
firm, Lombard-Conrad of Boise, to come up with pre- 
liminary drawings, and the commissioners promise 
that those plans will be shown to the public prior to 
any public vote. 

They have also tentatively decided to put the jail 
near the courthouse, on either the front or back por- 
tion of vacant, county-owned land there. They have 
heard plenty of comment from citizens on the need 
. . for attractive landscaping. 

Beyond , that, the commissioners plan a more 
modest facility than was planned and defeated two 
years ago, and at a smaller cost. This time, there will 
be no office space, nor a civil defense center in the 
basement. 

All of these changes are a direct result of public 
suggestions and comment. The proposal that will 
likely be put before us in the spring is shaping up as 
one which will-* meet the county’s incarceration 
needs, but at a modest cost. - 

The need. for a jail is obvious^ So is the fact that we 
county residents are now .simply flushing money 
down the drain in monthly transportation charges. ! 

The commissioners recognize these pressures, but 
they have not rushed in with a half-baked plan. 

Instead, they are proceeding on track to come up 
with a plan which-makes sense and which we can af- 
ford. 






North*s ^heroism' worsens this scandal 


WASHINGTON - On Antlelam battlefield, 
where 23.000 were kilted or wounded on what re- 
mains America's bloodiest day. Uicrc stands a- - 
majcstIcTnonument to a sergeant. It Is 30 feet 
tall and crowned by a stone eagle and is inscrib- 
ed: 

“Sergeant McKinley, Co. E., 23rd Ohio Vol. Inf- 
ty., while In chargeof the Commissary Depart- 
ment on the afternoon of the day of the battle of 
Antietam, Sept. 17, 1862, personally and without 
orders served hot coffee and warm food to every 
man in the regiment, on this spot, and in doing so 
had to pass under fire.” 

Coffee served "personally and without orders” 
can be commemorated as heroism If the server 
later gels elected President, as William 
McKinley did, Heroism can be in theeyesof the 
beholders. 

• Perhaps the place to begin plumbing the deep- 
ening mystery of Ronald Reagan's reaction to 
the soup he is sinking Into is with his notion that 
OlivcrNorlh isahero. 

If this nation ever again needs to win a war, it 
will learn the folly of Us current practice of dog- 
ging the upper reaches of the armed services 
with uniformed bureaucrats rather than war- 
riors like North. 

On the other hand, the While House has learn- 
ed the folly of putting warriors like North where 
Ihcydonotbeiong. 

North, who looks more like a Marine than 
anyone has looked since time began, may be one 
' of those men who, regarding nfalerlal wealth and' ' 
personal famorwont but little here. below • 
heaven. 

■ But people like thattn politics need to be wat- 
ched, carefully, precisely, because they do not 
care a straw for the more mundane satisfactions 
that fill the lives of the less passionate. Between 
the asceticism of the saint and the severity of 
the fanatic there's a difference sometimes so 
-small as to be undisccrnfblc. 

There Is. presumably, less novelty bubbling in 



the barrels of the administration now that 
North's stupendous energy and ruinous resource- 
fulness arc absent. But what remains is 
Reagan's penchant for strewing banana peels In 
his own path. North was such a peel, as was 
Reagan'ssubsequent celebration of him as a 
hero. 

Reagan's assessment is the judgment of a man 
prone to measuring moral qualities by Intentions 
rather than results, the judgment of a sentimen- 
talist. an anti-political judgment, an unserlous 
judgment. 

One meaning of that Judgment, and of the 
“Oliver North is a hero” lapel buttons It has 
given rise to, is that some conservatives arc 
determined to have their own ‘‘Sixties'’ in the 
Eighties. 

Reagan came to prominence during, and to a 
significant cxtcnt'bccause of. the eruptionof ex- 
tremism throughout the culture of the iSGQs. Ex- 
tremism on the left was rationalized by in- 
competent ethidsls who regarded an intense in- 
ner life — ''sincerity” - as a justification for 
willful public actions. Including many actions • _ 
that violated laws, manners and other forms of 

due process. 

. Conservatism grew, particularly among Intel- 
lectuals. In reaction against such politics. Con- 
servatives asserted traditional concern for pro- 
cess as a check against excess. Now the betrayal 
of that concern is not even eliciting a counter- 
vailing passion of Indignation from the nation's . 
foremost conservative. • 

A character trait that helped plunge the 
President into crisis is becoming more pronounc- 


ed as the crisis wor^ns. Indeed, the trait is a 
cause of the worsemn'g. 

The trait is more alarming than a mere 
detachment from administratlvedctails.lt isa 
low and evidently declining level of political 
energy. That is why Reagan’s White House now 
resembles that dinosaur whose nervous system 
was so sluggish that an injury to the tall did not 
register in the brain for many seconds. 

Where, one wonders, Is Reagan’s anger? If It Is 
true that North and others acted on their own 
Initiative, then North and those others, somcof 
whom are almost certainly still on Reagan’s 
payroll, have permanently diminished him. If, as 
seems sickeningly possible. It Is discovered that 
some Iranian money seeped into domestic poli- 
tics, the scandal will acquire two new asseU — 
venality and political corruption. 

If so, Reagan’s public accomplishments over 20 
years will be indiscriminately devalued by an 
angry public. Yet Reagan showed more anger 
' over control of a microphone in 1980 in Noshua, 
N.H., than he has shown about the injury done to 
himself and. more important, to the nation, by 
his aides. 

The absence of presidential passion — fury, for 
starters - feeds the suspicion that an Inability 
to feel reflects an inability to understand what Is 
engulfing him and is producing entropy at the 
centerof government. Reagan Is a friendly man 
with. 1. suspect, few close friends. 

• However, one of them, as an act of friendship;

The beginning of recovery must be Reagan’s 
belated recognition that nothing North did was 
more indefensible than Reagan's own policy — 
whatever it was; ransoming hostages or courting 
Iranian "moderates” — thatNorth thought he 
was serving.

Last session, one 
marked with length y battl es and tew m^jor 
bills approvcd, (here were six mdderale 
chairmen and eight conservatives. 

In the Senate, the majority Republicans'

the commiUccs. Republicans gave up a few 
teats on the lesser panels — and saved their 
majority and control on the key committees. 
- -The Senate In 1987*88 actually will have 
one panel with ail moderates and

Committee, which rarely considers major 
bills. 

Most of the Idaho Legislature's major 
decisions concern money — who will pay the 
taxes and where It will go. That makes the 
24-mcmbcr Joint Finance-Appropriations 


Committee the most important panel. 

It's hard to figure some members, because 
they haven’t shown votes yet. But it’s easy 
tocomc up with a 12-12 count between ultra 
conservalives-conservallvcs and moderate 
GOP-Democrats. 

That could throw newcomers to the com- 
mittee Into the spotlight — mainly 
Republican senators Darrel McRobcrls of 
Twin Falls, Rod Beck of Boise and Rep.' 

Brent Drocksbmc,.also of Boise. 

One Statehouse observer noted that the 
ncwcoalitionsprobablymeananendtothe- - 
strong influence exerted on that panel by 
such conservatives as Dean Van Engelen of- 
Burlcy and most recently by Rep. Mack 
NcibaurofPaul. 

One person won't be able to have that 
much influence on the overall budget in the 
future, he predicted. 

Former House speaker Tom Stivers pack- 
ed the House Education Committee the last 
two sessions. The resulting ultra conser* ’ 
vativc panel came up with highly controver- 
sial legislation, Including an anti-homosex- 


ual bill, one espousing “creationism,” and 
attacks on teachers and their bargaining 
organizations. 

The House Revenue and Taxation Com- 
mittee is where major lax bills originate. It 
has swung toward moderation, which could 
mean major tax legislation next session. 

Its Senate counterpart. Local Government 
and Taxation, was hopeless the last few 
years. Chairman Dane Watkins wouldn't 
even allow consideration of most of the 
House-passed tax bills. 

- Heran unsuccessfully forCongress, and 
isn't back, The new chairman is Sen, Vearl 
Crystal of Lewisville, Although Crystal also 
is a conservative, most legislative observers 
feel he will be easier to work with than 
Watkins, and communication between the 
two committees should improve.- 

Considering voting records, eight Senate 
commiUccs appear to be under a 
moderate-Democrat majority, with three 
showing a conscrvativc-ullra conservative 
majority. Commerce and Labor, Local Gov- 


Welfare. 

In the House, the conservative bloc ap- 
pears to have a majority on Agricultural Af- 
fairs, Appropriations, Education, En- 
vironmental Affairs and Transportation. ' 

Both stale affairs committees should 
make major swings In direction. Moderate 
Pam Bengson of Boise succeeds conservative 
Walt Little of New Plymouth in the House. 

In the Senate, veteran Walt Yarbrough has 
been replaced by more moderate Phil Bait 
of Wilder. 

The stale' affairs panels usually consider 
the most sensitive political issues such as li- 
quor, election laws, drinking age, right-to- 
work and the lottery,. 

Exactly what will emerge from the new 
alignments won't be clear until everybody 
casts votes on the record for the first time.

WASHINGTON -In the wake of 
the Iranian arms fiasco, U Is time to 
reassess U.S. policy toward the 
developing world. Under Ronald 
Reagan, pollcy-has focused on active 
efforts to confront, contain and 
overthrow "radical states." Coun- 
tries on the administration’s "hit 
list" Included Nicaragua, Cuba, 
Angola, South Yemen, Iran, Libya,' 
Ethiopia and Vietnam. Referring to 
them as an "International version of 
Murder Inc.,’’ the presid ent hns _ 
repeatedly called for U.S. support to 
counterrevolutionary forces like the 
contras In Nicaragua orUNITA 
guerrillas In Angola. 

We now know that the president 
was willing to deal with "radical" 
Iran. Yet the hidden agenda was - 
more money for the effort to over- 
throw "radical” Nicaragua. The 
administration’s covert dealings 
shouldnotobscurelhelargerques- _ 
tio'n: Arethe“fadicarstatesa 
significant threat to America’s fun- 
damental national Interests? The 
answer Is no. 

What are these basic bterests? 
First, toprevent the growth of 
Soviet power, because that could en- 
danger U.S. security directly.

Constitutional relief 
needed for high taxes 

Nobody needs to be told of the 
property tax mess. Taxes were high 
as far back as 1980 and each year 
since has brought a substantlal in- 
crease. 

Is there any wonder oureconomy 
Is in trouble? Many families fighting 
to save their farms, yet each year 
their taxes go upj each year more 
retail and other businesses close. 

Jobs lost everywhere you look. Js 
there a community In Idaho that 
isn’t hurting? 

Basic economics: As taxes go up, 
business goes down. It doesn't take a 
genius to know each dollar lost to 
taxes Is one loss dollar that can be 
spent downtown or paid on the mor- 
tgage. 

As taxes go up, farms and 
businesses become less profitable. 
Investment money leaves Idaho as It 
moves Into bonds, stocks, etc. that 
give a better and safer return. 

We sec more of this each year. It 
potato processing were not still pro- 
fitable, we’d be in even worse shape. 
When taxes go high enough to shut 

-them down, the ball gome will be 

over. 

Legislative relief? Not likely. We 
passed the l percent lalllativc a few . 
years ago and the Legislature pro- 
mptly gutted it. They delegated tax- 
ing authority to the Stale Tax 
Commission. The "true" market 
value of your property Is whatever 
they say It is. 

Your county assessor simply car- 
ries out their mandate. Don’t you 
wish you could sell your farm, plant 
or commercial property for the price 
they set as the "true" market 
value? 

' A proposal; I've heard calls for 
circulating petitions for a popular 
vote on a constitutional amendment 
as follows : A five year freeze on the 
total dollar amount of lax on a given 
price of property; a maximum of 2 
percent a year thereafter.

Those who believe "radical 
regimes" are dangerous argue that 
these states threaten basic U.S. ob- 
jectives. They maintain that radical 
states are pro-Sovlet, hostile to 

Western capitalism, Inherently ag- 

gressive and have abysmalliuman- 
rlghts records. This indictment Is 
misleadlngatbcstandoftenjust 
wrong. 

First, although some "radical” 
states do favor the Soviet Union, 
others are suspicious or even hostile 
— for example, Iran, Albania, Zim- 
babwe and Tunisia. Moreover, a 
number of radical states eventually 
abandoned the Soviet Union and 
-allied with theWwtrsuchasChlna,—- 
Egypt, Indonesia and Ghana. 

Radical states that do lean toward 
Moscow have had little choice. Most 
of the Soviet Union's radical clients 
face major Internal or external 
threats, and the Soviets were the on- 
ly ones wllllngto help. The United 
States mined Nicaragua's harbors 
and sponsored the contras, Syria lost 
three straight wars to Israel and 
Vietnam is threatened by China. 
Angola and Ethiopia face collapsing 
economies and internal insurgencies. 
Is It any wonder these countries seek 


Soviet help? This has little to do 
with Ideology; It's just good old- ' 
fashioned balance of power ^liUcs. 

Second, radical states pose no 
threat to the U.S. economy. In fact, 
most are eager trading partners. 
Forexample, 30 percent of Angola's 
trade is with the United States, 35 
percent goes to U.S. allies and only 
10 percent Is with the entire Soviet 
bloc. For Marxist Ethiopia, the 
percentages are 20 percent with t he 
~ United Slates, 60 percent with' 
Europe and Japan and only 6 percent 
wlthUieSoviels. Indeed, when 
economic ties have been severed — 
Cuba, Iran, Libya, Syria and 
Nicaragua — it has been our doing, 
not theirs. 

Radical states trade with the 
United Slates because it is in their 
interest. The West has the 
technology and capltal.they need, as 
-wellaslhelargestmarkels.Thls - 
means they are not likely.to 
withhold raw materials, as many 
hard-liners predict. Because the 
United States has effective 
substitutes and alternative sup- 
pliers, U would hurt them far more 
than us. And they know It. In short, 
the claim that radical states 
threaten U.S. economic interests Is 
a myth. 

What about their support for ter- 
rorism? Most radical states are too 
weak lo cause much trouble - which 
is why they rely on terrorist 


methods. And the threat from ter- 
rorism Is often overstated : In the 
past 10 years, roughly 4,000 people 
have been killed by terrorist attacks 
worldwide, and most weren't 
Americans. By comparison, more 
than 500,000 Americans died In car 
accidents during the same period. 
Which Is the more serious problem? 

In addition, It is reassuring to note 
how little the world's radical states 

ha ve accomplished. Syria has yel.to 

reg^n onclnch of the Golan Heights. 
MoammarGadhafl's escapades have 
left Libya isolated and increasingly 
vulnerable. The Palestine Liberation 
Organization is further from gaining 
a homeland than ever. Vietnam is 
bogged down In Cambodia ; Ethiopia 
and Angola arc economic 
nightmares, and thcSandinlsta’s 
have lost much of the sympathy 
they once enjoyed. 

Finally, da thcyj|iolate human — 
rights? All too clcaHy, they do. Ac- 
cot’dlng to Amnesty International, 
these "radical states" have been 
guilty of-a variety of human rights 
abuses. 

To be fair, however, we should 
recognize that radical slates are not 
the only — or even the worst — of- 
fenders. Although Nicaragua Is guil- 
ty of some abuses its actions pale 
beside the thousands of 
Guatemalans murdered by their 
government during the 1970s. Zim- 
babwe's record Is better now than 


before black rule, and Is far superior 
to South Africa’s. Iran was a major 
offender both before and after the 
revolution. And U.S. allies like 
Egypt, Turkey, Pakistan, Mexico 
and South Korea have employed tor- 
ture or extra-legal executions in re- 
cent years. 

The lesson Is clear: Human rights 
abuses are common throughout the 
Third World, whether the regime is 

"radical" ornoUChls means that 

this criteria alone ts insufficient 
grounds for U.S. efforts lo overthrow 
a regime. If it was, we would be 
fighting worldwide. 

Viewed in light of basic U.S. na- 
tional interests, radical states do 
not pose much of a threat. Thelc . 
rhetoric Is annoying, and their ac- 
tions can complicate efforts to pro- 
mote stability and human rights. 

But they are rarely so "Irrational" 

have most of the cards to play, and 
If we play them well, we will win 
most of the hands. 

Thus it is not surprising that Iran 
bought weapons from the "Zionist 
entity" and the "Great Satan.” 
Reagan's attempt to Improve rela- . 
tlons was probably premature and 
could not have been handled worse, 
but a rapprochement between the 
United States and Iran Is virtually 
inevitable. And If it can happen 
there. It can happen elsewhere. This 
is a lesson for the president and the 


country alike: Our habitual aversion 
to radical states is misguided. We 
can take a benign view of most of - 
them, and our opposition to some 
things they do should not become an 
Ideological crusade. This more 
relaxed approach may not always 
work — and it will always take tlme- 
- but it is a better bet than uncom- 
promlslngopposltlon.

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Children may getthe holiday blues 


BOSTON (AP) - Christmas can 
give the blues to children who find 
their parents have less time to 
spend with them while planning 
— hollday-parties-and -who- dlKOver 
their toys have less appeal than the 
' adspromlsed.experlssay, 

- "We tend to think of Christmas as 
a happy time ... but It Is not always 
for kids," Dr. Janice Gibson of the 
University of Pittsburgh said during 
a recent interview here. 

Even a visit to Jolly old St. Nick at 
a department store can make a child 
fret, she said. "A child needs to be 
acquainted with somebody before 
you ask them to sil on somebody’s 
lap, "Ms.GIbson said. 

Most children simply feci "a 
heightened period of excitement," 
rather than stress, said Dr. Alvin 
Poussaint, associate professor of 

• psychiatry at Harvard Medical 
School. 

"A lot depends on whether the 
-parents have their kids participate” 
in Christmas preparations, he said, 
.‘in a lot of homes, the kids are dcc- 
grating the tree, going shopping 
with their parents, taking an active 
—role:" 

- But school vacations, missed naps 
while out shopping and busy parents 
with little time to play or hug 
youngsters can make the season dif- 
ficult, particularly for toddlers, said 
Ms. (Jlbson, chairwoman of the unl- 

• verslty’s psychology in education 
department. 

"The younger the child, the more 
"dependcnf"hc'ts’on routines," and 
frustration and fatigue often result 
from schedule changes, she said. 

Children also become confused and 
•frustrated when their toys don't 
deliver the joys that television, pro- 
mlscd.shesald. 


"Kids get a big. hype from the 
media about what they can expect 
for Christmas and they don't always 
gel what they arc supposed to. And 
they keep hearing thcy.'re supposed 
to be happy, so they're gulUy 
because they're not (happy)," Ms. 
Gibson said. 

"And nobody Is sympathetic to a 
nasty, grumpy kid after he got all 
the toys he wanted on Christmas 
morning." 

But that frustration can be impor- 
tant to help children grow, said 
Poussaint. a child psychiatrist and 
consultant for NDC-TV’s "Cosby 
Show," — — 


'Mt's a good opporlunlty to teach 
kids about some of the realities, that 
life is not always being able to afford 
all of (he items you want." he said. 

.Ms, Gibson. suggested parents try 
to, pay more attention to their 
children during the holidays, give 
youngsters stuffed toys to hug when 
Mom and Dad arc not around and of- 
fer children an opportunity to act on 
heir frustrations by squeezing toys 
rather than kicking a brother- or 
sister. 

.“But parents should not feet gull- .

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan .(API, - 
Prime Minister Mohamm^ Khan 
Jnnejo disbanded his Cabinet on 
Saturday and the statement an- 
nouncing his action made note of the 
wccklong ethnic riots in Karachi 
thathave killed 166 people. 

Doctors In Karachi said troops 
shot and killed two men violating 
the curfew Saturday and that a 
third man bit In an earlier clash died 
of bullet wounds. 

Officials said 120 people were ar- 
rested Friday and Saturday on 
charges .of murder, rioting or 
damaging public and private proper- 
ty in this city of 7 million people. 
Police have arrested 1,027 people 
since Dec. 14, when riots Involving 
Pushtu-speaking PaUians and Ur- 
du-speaking Mohajirs began. 

A government statement announc- 
ing the resignation of the Cabinet 
did not directly say the riots promp- 
ted Junejo's action. 

However, It said "the law and 
order situation In the wake of the 


recent events .In Karachi was 
discussed In detail" at a Cabinet 
meeting on Saturday. 

The slatemeni said the prime

HAILEY — The Blaine County 
Planning and Zoning Commission 
has refused approval of a plan that 
would have allowed a house to be 
built where Eagle Creek now flows, 
after neighbors opposed the plan at 
a Thursday meeting. 

- Dean Oliver submitted an applica- 
tion (or a conditional use permit to 
build a home on the 6.5 acres he owns 
north ot Ketchum on Eagle Creek. 
Since all of hla property lies on the 
"Eagle'Creek flood plain, Oliver need- 
ed approval from the Planning and 

. Zoning Commlssion..to-build.a.house 
on (he lot. 

In the application Oliver proposed 
building his house directly on top of 
Eagle Creek. His plan was to divert 
the creek 100 to. 150 feel around the 
building site and into the Big Wood 
River. 

. Dick Fosbury, an engineer hired by 
Dean Oliver, said the site on top of 
the creek had been picked because Is 
was farthest from Highway 75 and in 
the middle of Oliver’s lot, he said. 

- In. addition, Fosbury said that 
Eagle Creek was only an “intermlt- 
lent" stream. “There’s only water 
in It about two weeks a year," he 
.said. 

But Oliver's neighbors disagreed 
with Fosbury’s description of the 
stream. 

Janet Barker, who lives near 
Eagle Creek, said that there Is 

water In the creek right now 

"Fish spawn in the creek, even a 
beaver lives there,” she said. "It’s 
definitely — not — an- ■ intermittent 
"■Tcah.” 

^hc also said that she and her 
neighbors had “quite a few con- 
cerns" about- the -proposed - stream 
alicratlon. “I have a petition here 
with 200 signatures, ' ’ she said. 

However, John Gladlcs, chairman 
of Ihc Planning and Zoning Commis- 
sion, said that the board had no 
authority to make a ruling about the 
stream alteration. 

"All we’re doing is deciding where 
the applicant (Dean Oliver) should 
build,’’ he said.

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• CoDtlnued from Page Bl 
highest and bestuse?" he asked. 

Pro-agriculture interests saw 
Evans vacillating on sutwrdlnation. 

•‘IPC didn’t have to negotiate 
hard; they had the governor do it for 
them," says Roger Ling, ah attorney 
for irrigators. "I would have prefer- 
red settlement by legislation, saying 
all hydro rights are subordinated.^’ 

Sen. John Peavey, D-Carey, did 
not see Evans as waffling. From his 
view, Evans came around to the side 

. of theratepayers and consumers. 

'i was disappointed with the gov- 
ernor's initial position on it,” 
Pcavcy says. "But I think the gov- 
ernor came around to the realization 
that a really good solution could be 
reached. Up until that time, the 
state had no handle to turn any pro- 
posed water development down." 

The beneficiary of that seesaw 
fight was IPC. Prior to Swan Falls, 
the state had sole control over 
unallocated water. After Swan Falls, 
IPC’s water rights were written into 
Idaho law. They arc glven.ii’ higher 
prbfiic than the water rights of a 
farmer, whose rights are recorded 
but not part of stale statutes. 

Peavey filed a suit in District 
Court in Ada County in 1977 saying 
IPC. wasn't protecting its water 
rights. The cose went all the way to 
the state Supreme Court, which In 
1983 gave the company 8,400 cfs — 
which would dramatically reduce 
the Snake's flow. 

IPC executives were ' not dumb 
enough, or greedy enough, to sup- 
pose they could really claim all that 
water, they said. 

"What would have happened If 
Idaho Power won everything?'' asks 
IPC attorney Tom Nelson, who 
-helped -negotlate-the -Swan - Falls 
agreement. “It would freeze the 
future of everything from septic 
tanks to potato plants. Practically 
and legally, that was not going to 
happen.” 

As it Is. the agreement’s impact 
extends to electric power rates and 
to the groundwater throughout most 
of Southern Idaho, which is deter- 
mined to be tributary to the Snake 


River in the reach from Milner Dam 
to Swan Falls. 

When legislation failed and both 
sides realized that the courts would 
be too costly, they ended up at the 
bargaining table. 

Despite all these factors in IPC's 
favor, Evans, maintained that "We 
werejn the catbird seat I never pic- 
tured myself In anything but a pil- 
lion of strength." 

Sitting down to chisel out a hislo^ 
-Ic-documentjthat signal ed a t urning 
point In the way the state prolecled 
and promoted agriculture were just 
four attorneys — a former television 
reporter, Pat Costello, who negoti- 
ated for Gov. Evans; a former Ada 
County prosecutor, Pat Kole, who 
represented the Attorney General’s 
Office; Clive Strong, a former law 
instructor and Tom Nelson of Twin 
Falls, a noted water rights attorney, 
who represented IPC. 

Although they played a major role 
in shaping the agreement, very little 
was wrlttw about their efforts.

Bingo case 
to impadf 
on Indians 

, TACOMA(AP) - A California 
court case involving Indian-run 
bingo games will have major Im- 
plications in Wa8hlngton._5tale_and_ 
—trlbalofflclalasay. 

The U.S. Supreme Court recently 
heard arguments In California's ap- 
peal of a lower court ruling that the 
state has no authority to regulate 
bingo and other gambling on Indian 
reservations. -- -- - 

Washington Assistant Attorney 
General Tim Malone prepared a 
fricnd-of-the-court brief supporting 
California's position. Attorneys for 
the Cbehalis, Tulalip and Puyallup 
tribes lent similar support to' the 
Cabazon and Morongo tribes oppos- 
ing California. 

The U.S. Department of the Inte- 
rior supports the tribes’ contention 
..that their gambling establishments 
on reservation land are not subject 
to state regulation. Tribes operating 
bingo games do so under the 
authority of Interior’s Bureau of In- 
dian Affairs. 

Indian bingo games operate in 
Washington on the Muckleshoot, 
Puyallup, Spokane, Swinomlsh and 
Tulalip reservations. The Puyallup 
Tribe's games are operated by indi- 
vidual tribal members; the others 
by tribal governments. 

Tony Herrera, enterprise manager 
for the MucUeshoots, who operate a 
1,300-seat bingo hall near Auburn, 
said tribal bingo operations comply 
with the federal government’s policy 
of encouaglng tribal self-determina- 
tion. 

"If the state were able to regulate 
our bingo, the Muckleshoot tribal > 
government as a whole would suf- 
fer," Herrera said In an Interview. 
"We are anticipating using gaming i 
revenues to support all functions of 
tribal government." 

But ‘Malone said be thinks ^ ' 
state has the authority to regulate i 
tribal bingo under Public Law S3-280, 
which permits tribes to give the 
state criminal and some civil 
jurisdiction over tribal land. 

He contends the-9lh U-.S.-Circuit-^ 
Court of Appeals misinterpreted 
provisions of that law by classifying 
gambling" under civil rather than 
criminal provisions.

American plants Is Rudbeckla max- 
ima, rarely seen.

It dies down in winter, but It given 
a good mulch of manure in October 
It sometimes stays evergreen. In 
summer it sends up glaudous stems 
to six feel or more, crowned with 
chrome yellow daisies (the petals 
slightly curving downward) with a 
brown cone 3 Inches tall In the 
center. 

They are not very handsome, but 
the mound of leaves two or three 
feet across is handsome.

the author, in reference to her most 
recent book, "Satisfaction Guaran- 
teed" (Jeremy P. Tarcher Inc., 
$12.95). 

Eckhardt says'she doesn’t care If 
she 'ever again tastes another 
mustard or ketchup; she (eels dlf- 
' (erenlly - about her discovery of a 
"divine'.’ selection of "farmhouse 
cheeses that are hand-made and 
• don't " -extend beyond ---local 
neighborhoods." 

Sadie Kendall's California goat 
cheese belongs to this select group, 
as does Blue Heron brie, made in 
Oregon and stamped with the date 
of production on Its packaging. 
Cheese-makers, notes the author, 
are usually found In regions — the 
Northwest, Northeast and Wisconsin 
— and their products tend to reflect 
the ethnic backgrounds of the 
respectlvepopulatlons. _ 

It was the accessibility of the food 
products as much as the variety 
that astounded Eckhardt. "Every 
■ region of the country Is represented 
by a cookbook. But no matter where 
you are, there are things you can’t 
get. With fast shippers,” she offers, 
"you can get almost anything,” In- 
cluding fresh stone-crab claws from 
Florida, uncooked or smoked roast 
— suckling” pig- from - Vermont-and 
sourdough bread from Son Fran- 
cisco. 

And for those who yearn for "home 
cooking without the cooking," 
Eckhardt has devoted an entire 
chapter to "Mail-Order Menus" (dr 
MOM, Eckhardl’s response to the 
proverbial question of "Who's cook- 
ing tonight?’’). In which entire 
meals are composed of delectables 
delivered via the mall. 

In most cases, a Cajun feast or an 
entire clambake are but a phone call 
and a credit card number away. 

The criteria for Including a pro- 
duct in "Satisfaction Guaranteed,” 
which also features a wealth of 
recipes, food lore and food lips, was 
simple; Safety was Eckhardl’s first 
concern, followed closely by quality 
and taste. (Inferior products - in- 
cluding a lot of well-known brands, 
says Eckhardt - were weeded out.

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Sagebrush the center of pioneer community Christmases

TWIN FALLS - The sagebrush Christmas tree sur- 
rounded by antique .toys in the Jerome .hospitality 
center may seem Just In oddltv to current residents. 

But for old-timers and those with pioneer 
backgrounds, the display evokes memories of early- 
day Christmas observances In many Magic Valley 
communities. 

According to Virginia Ricketts, Jerome, a local his- 
torian and author, sagebrush substituted for tradi- 
tional pine trees for the original community celebra- 
tions of Christmas In both Jerome and Twin Falls — 
for the obvious reason that no trees were available. 

It's dlfllcult now for people to realise that Just over 
eight decades ago, there was nothing on either side of 
the Snake River through these two counties but a 
"sea of sagebrush," Ricketts says. 

The only major type of transportation was the 
mainline railroad through Shoshone and there were no 
cars or trucks to drive to the South Kills, the nearest 
sourceo/tJmber. 

Twin Falls was Just six months old with a popula- 
J[on.of J00_onjyir)stma9 1904, and Main Avenue looked 
much like a desert trail, Ricketts says. But the first 
one-room school house, built with $600 In public dona- 
tions, had opened Dec. 19. 

On Christmas Eve, according to the Dec. 30 edition 
of the Twin Falls NewSi sbout 200 adults and 100 
children gathered at the new schoolhouse "for a well- 
prepared program and to witness a fine Christmas 
tree." 

The tree was an eight-foot tall sagebrush, trimmed 
and decorated with tinsel cord and strings of popcorn. 
Candles also were used but not lighted "because of 
danger of Igniting the tree." Apples, nuts, popcorn, 
candy and oranges were distributed by Santa Claus. 

Today, Ricketts says, few people understand why 
• accounts of pioneer Christmas celebrations put so 
much emphasis on treats of candy, nuts and oranges. 

"These items all were difficult to obtain In an era 
when available freight space went to necessities," she 
says, and before modem refrigerated transportation 
- mode fresh fruit available throughout the year, 

By 1905 the Twin Falla project was booming. The 
railroad had reached the town, and Kimberly, Hansen 
and Filer all had started. The one-room school In Twin 
Falls had been replaced by the six-room Blckel school 
with more than 400 students, according to the News. 

Highlight of the l905.Chl8tmas season In Twin Falls 
was the opening of the Perrlne Hotel under a blase of 
llphta. The thre^8tory, 150.000 hotel was a showpiece

FILER - Filer’s first Christmas In T905 didn't 
have a sagebrush Christmas tree. Nearby Cedar ‘ 
Draw, west of the fledgling community, produced 
acedortreeforlhecommunllyobservance. '* 
But the pattern of pioneer -efforts to keep^ 
Christmas amidst primitive conditions was^ 
similar to those In other parts of the valley. - 
Juneau Shinn, Twin Falls, o retired newsman 
whose father- was the first Flier mayor,: 
remembers soliciting neighbors who "gave maybe i 
10 cents, or a quarter” to raise funds to finance., 
the celebration. In all, he estimates it "cost 
. perhaps $10 or $15." 

The longtime Twin Foils resident says he 
recently came across an old list, Indicating he had . 
collected nearly $2 for the historic event. He rode . 
. ... a mule on hts first . advertising Job "selling people 
on the Idea of celebrating the -first Christmas in 
Filer." 

His efforts, together with thosb of fellow stu- ' 
dents, were successful. The. money presumably 
was used to purchase popcorn and cranberries, 
which women in the community strung and hung 
on the cedar tree. 

Some of the donated funds probably also pmvld-. 
cd kerosene, Shinn says, to light lamps In the new- - 
ly constructed one-room school house located In 
the center of town east of the present post office. . 

As a 9-ycar-old whose family had arrived Just - 
that summer from Iowa, Shinn understandably. ^ 
remembers littic but his own part in the program. 
His contribution was singing a popular secular 
ditty of the day, along with the late Ralph- 
Ccdarholm and Frank Lorraln.

Air of uncertainty hangs over holiday for hostage families

Jean Sutherland will fly home from Beirut 
to spend a quiet Christmas with her daugh- 
ters In Fort Collins, Colo., a town still flut- 
tering with yellow ribbons fOl^ Tom 
Sutherland, captive In Lebanon since June 
1985. 

In Malden, Mass., the brother and 87- 
year-old mother of educator Frank Reed, 
abducted In Lebanon In September, will at- 
tend Christmas Day church services at the 
Center Methodist Church on Pleasant 
Street. Outside the church a sign reads, 
"Pray for the Release of Frank Reed." 

' ' The Rev. Lawrence Jenco, freed In July 
after 19 months In captivity, will join a 
throng 'of brothers and sisters, nieces and 
nephews for goose, sauerkraut and dumpl- 

ingsonCbrlstmasEveln Joliet, Hi. 

And they, will all be nagged, as they 
determinedly carry on with holiday plans, by 
' their questions about the Reagan ad- 
mlnlstrotlon's Iranian arms deal and Its

What-dld-he-know-and-when-dld-he-know- 
it Is the least of the queslloons. Far more 
important, to' the families of the remaining 
hostages, Is whether the crescendo of 
criticism means the suspension ot further 
initiatives to secure the Amcricans' release. 
And whether, as they fear, the hearings, In- 
vestigations and accusations will distract 
the media and the nation from (hose whose 
captivity supposedly engendered the over- 
tures to Iran In the first place. 

"^c sec the humanitarian side of this, the 
fact that Americans are still being held in 
Lebanom being completely overshadowed by 
the political turmoil taking place in 
Washington,” says Eric Jacobsen, whose fa- 
ther, David Jacobsen, Is the most recently 
released hostage. 

They will spend Christmas Day together 
at Eric's house In Southern California, sober- 
ly, mindful of the families who will have less 
to celebrate. 

The spiraling controversy, he f^s, 


"makes this an Issue that Uie American 
public will be hesitant to want to deal with." 

"We’re pretty much dead Inllhe water as 
far as new Initiatives go.” echoes Peggy Say 
from Batavia, N.Y., whose brother. 
Associated Press correspondent Terry 
Anderson, has been a captive for 21 months. 

Government officials, she believes, will be 
"so busy trying to clear all this up, they're 
not going to look for a new approach ... 
Everybody’s kind of disappointed, because 
there Isn’t any room or concentration for 
trying anything else." 

The families try to talk by phone weekly, 
with U>c old hands ' like the Andersons; 
Sutherlands and Jacobsens comforting and 
encoura^ng the newcomers to the public 
and emotional roie of hostage families: the 
Reeds, and the Clclppios (the family ot 
Josep*h-James Clclppio, the acting comp- 
(rolier of the Americnn University of Beirut, 
who was kidnaped thisSepteinber). 

The relatives say they know littic about 
the fifth American hostage,' writer Edward 


Austin Tracy, also kidnaped this fall, and 
have not located members ot his family, 

Their conversations remain more personal 
than political. tt\cy say. After a period In 
which several of the group publicly criticized 
the Reagan administration's apparent inac- 
tion on the hostage question (particularly 
after Journalist Nicholas Danlloft was 
speedily freed), they arc now reluctant to 
second-guess. 

"1 told President Reagan to do whatever 
needed to be done/' says Say. Though she Is 
“uncomfortable" with what she’g, seeing and 
hearing, 'Tm not going to quibble with the 
method he chose. ... I was glad to see 
something done." 

/Tm not ncccssorlly In favor of selling war 
materials to Iran,” says Edward Reed, 
Frank’s brother. "I feel Iran is definitely one 
of our enemies. . . . I’m sorry they did what 
they did. But maybe it was the only thing 
they could do; Idon’t know." 

For Kit Sutherland, the revelations about 
arms deliveries and secret meetings served 


to reinforce her confidence in the president. 
Her father, Tom Sutherland, was. an acting, 
dean at the American University of Beinit, 
where her mother still teaches English. 
"When others were saying, 'They’re not do- 
ing enough,' I wanted to keep the faith that 
they were doing things, even if they didn’t 
tell me. And all of this makes me feel that 
they were concerned, really put Uicm^lves 
out on a limb to secure their release.” 

Several other relatives disagree with wtiat 
they see as the media's presumption: that 
the arms shipments constituted a swap for 
the hostages. 

- Whatever their feelings about the Iran- 
contra connection, however, nearly all the 
families are dismayed by the ensuing 
clamor, which seems likely to drived the 
hostages from front pages. “We feel as 
though it’s put them on the back burner 
somehow,” says Joseph Clclpplo's brother 
Anthony, one of a large clan from Nor- 
ristown, Pa.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Tbe 
traditional American family of 
two parents plus children is mak- 
ing a comeback, u Baby Boomers 
finally start marrying and having 
offspring, a population newsletter 
reporta. 

Aner'decHfllng'sieaaily-for sev- 
eral years, the number of married 
couples with children under 18 In- 
creased by 420,000 between 198S 
and 1986, according to Tbe 
Numbers News, a newsletter 
specializing in population Infor- 
mation. 

While a Census Bureau report 
scheduled for release later this 
week covers the total number of 
marri^ couples, statbUclans at 
the newsletter used unpubllsb^ 
data to separate married couples 
with children from those without. 

Using data from tbe March 1986 


curreni population survey, they 
calculated that there were 
24,630,000 married couples with 
children In tbe United States, up 
from 24,210,000 a year earlier. 

That increase reverses a steady 
decline In this group, which bad 

-totaled nearlylS million In IMO. 

"Tbe main point is that . . . 
tbe numbers are reflecting what 
people have been assuming, that 
finally the Baby Boomers are set- 
tling down. Thev've formed fami- 
lies and DOW they've got kids,” 
Thomas Exter, research editor of '

The biggest Increase In married

Made in Idaho: Part civic pride, part economics

TWIN FALLS - Idaho the stale 
rapidly Is becoming Idaho the selling 
pitch. 

The name is being tagged, 
stlckercd and labeled on price tags. 
Its shape Is being copied, carved and 
crafted Into products, 

Idaho Is being exploited by mar* 
keters ranging from the slate gov- 
ernment's economic developers to 
small-lown shopkeepers. 

At one time the trend might have 
been thought to be crass commer- 
cialism. a petty use for a great title. 
But, today it’s far from besmir- 
ching. Idaho's commercial appeal Is 
being touted as a way to bolster the 
economy and benefit its industries. . 

The appeal Is part civic pride and 
part basic economics. 

"Most people are very loyal to 
Idaho. If they can buy Idaho pro- 
ducts In Idaho, It keeps the money at 
home," says Mike Stelnmetz. prcsl- " 
dent and an owner of Made In Idaho 
Inc., based at Idaho Falls. His Made 
In Idaho USA gift shops there and In 
Twin Falls boast' 98-percent stale 
products. 

But the fledgling, 15-month-old 
chain is only one narrow demonstra- 


tldh of the stale s name at work. 
Other retailers hove reserved 
shelves for Idaho-only goods. Some 
companies print the slate's name or 
outline on packaging, and _some 
directly market their products” with 
the advertising pitch: "Made In 
Idaho." 

Perhaps the broadest attempt to 
plant Idaho in the minds of con- 
sumers 1s the organization of a new. 
non-proIU group this (all: It Is what 
It says: Buy In Idaho Inc,, says Vice 
President Mike McBride, who also Is 
vice president for marketing at In- 
dependent Meat Co. In Twin Falls. 

Supported by the state's private 
sector, -the organization is planning 
a $150,000 campaign in 1987. 

"We’re trying to encourage people 
to look to Idaho first to buy products, 
and services,” McBride says.

Great Salt Lake rises 
slightly in two weeks 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - The 
Great Salt Lake rose slightly 
more than half an inch during the 
past two weeks, its seemingly 
relentless rise slowing to a crawl, 
the U.S. Geological Survey 
reported. 

But It is too soon to, .tell 
whether the lake, which has risen 
about 11 feet during the past four 
years, has slopped climbing, o 
meteorologist says. 

U.S. Geological Survey 
hydrologists measured the lake 
Monday at 4,211. l feet above sea 
level — .6 of an Inch higher than it 
was two weeks ago. 

Bill Aider, mctcorologlst*in* 
charge at the U.S. Weather Ser- 
vice's Salt Lake office, said the 
normal rise during December Is 
2.4 inches, or 1.2 Inches for the 
first two weeks of the month. 


Alder said a drier precipitation 
pattern in the Great Salt Lake 
Basin is the cause of the slower 
rise. 

"It's encouraging, but It’s 
premature' to say that our wet 
regime is over," he said. "Last 
year we just got clobbered, and 
February and the spring havo 
been so volatile around here." 

The lake’s rise was precipitated 
by a series of abnormally wet . 
years. Flood-fighting efforts and 
damage by Iho lake have cost the 
slate more than $2(10 million, 

The latest effort to control the 
overflowing lake is a $70 million 
project to install massive pumps 
on the western shore and pump 
excess water into the desert to 
the west. The first of three 
pumps is scheduled to go into 
operation In February. 


Conservationists fear farm bill changes 

Stage set for fight over soil programs

WASHINGTON - The prospect of 
more federal budget cuts next year 
undermining major new soil conser- 
vation programs created by the 1985 
farm bill has alarmed conserva- 
tloni.sls and readied the stage for 
another White Housc-Capitol Hill 
spending confrontation. 

Officials at (he -AgriculturT 
Department's Soil Conservation 
Service iSCS) agree with conserva- 
tionists that more reductions in an 
already streamlined agency budget' 
could stymie soil-saving programs 
that were hailed as "historic" when 
approved by Congress last year.' 

Although the department has pro- 
posed a. fiscal 1988 budget that would 
cover the SCS' new duties, most of- 
ficials say they believe it will be cut 
significantly before President 
Reagan sends his final spending plan 
to Congress. 


"We all know that there’s a big 
battle to be fought over approprla-^ 
tions to preserve the Integrity of the 
new programs,” said Ralph Gross!, a 
California- dairy farmer who heads 
the American Farmland Trust, 
"There arc two ways of undoing 
legislation: through direct bills or 
the nonappropriation of money. It is 
the second one that concerns us.” 

Thc.programs include the conser- 
vation reserve, which in Its 'first 
year has removed nearly 9 million 
acres of highly credible land from 
production; the "sodbustcr” and 
"swampbuslcr" provisions aimed at 
protecting fragile rangeland and 
wetlands, and a requirement that 
•any farmer receiving federal 
benefils after 1990 have an approved 
conservation plan for his farm. 

The biggest administrative task Is 
likely to be preparation and ap- 
proval of conservation plans, which 
SCS estimates will be filed for about 
2 million farms, whether or not they 


are enrolled in iccleral pr^rams. 
The SCS calculates that at least 50 
million acres of highly crodiblc land 
on those farms will be subject to 
more limc-consumlng special 
technical assistance. 

The success of these programs, 
most experts agree, hinges on the 
ability of the SCS and Its sister 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service lASCS) to carry 
out enforcement and to give farmers 
technical assistance. — 

Even before the^new programs 
were added to SCS duties, the agen- 
cy's budget had been curtailed 
sharply. Since 1981, the SCS soil- 
technician staff has dropped from' 
8.333 to 7,773, With only 5,400 of Ulosc 

at the county level. 

"We know that our needs arc very 
substantial and in some states wc 
will have some very serious pro- 
blems with a large -workload — In- 
creases of ISO percent In some 
cases.” said a high-level SCS official.

A "bait” advertiser Is one who refuses 
to sell merchandise at advertised prices. 
Also, remember that any advertised sale 
price that looks too good to be true, pro- 
bably Is. Save yourself some time and 
gasoline and call first. 

Contracts^ Sales. 

All sales are final unless a definite agree- 
ment exists to the contrary. Some shoppers 
seem to think contracts are binding only to 


the "other feiiow.” Contracts are two-way 
streets b|ndlhgonbolh parties. Read all 
agreements carefully before signing, and 
keep a‘copy. 

Refunds. 

Refunds arc a privilege granted by some 

. f Irms— |t Is not a customer right. If you 

want this privilege, have a definite agree- 
ment. If exchanges of merchandise are ex- 
pected, have a thorough understanding. In 
any case, a full refund cannot be expected on 
Hems purchased which are later placed on 
sale at a lower price. 

Lay-aways. 

Items placed on lay-away constitute a 
purchase agreement. The Better Business 
Bureau recommends that customers get In 
writing all the details of a lay-away plan be- 
fore agreeing to it. It Is important to know 
that stores arc not required to make a re- 
fund If a customer decides not to complete 
thepurchasc. 


Buyers' Remorse. 

Simply changing one's mind does not con- 
stitute basis for demanding a refund. Shop 
carefully and eliminate these headaches. 

High Pressure Salesmanship. 

High Pressure sales tactics are used by 
unethical firms to sell inferior merchandise. 

-Avoid them atallcosis. Give yourself the 

appropriate time it takes to think out the 
purchase before you make It. 

Itinerants. 

Never buy from sidewalk hawkers or 
Itinerant p^dlers. They are never around to 
make adjustments for poor merchandise or 
honor guarantees. 

Guarantees. 

Guarantees are as good, or as poor, as the 
company making them. Apparently, "guar- 
anteed" has a magical sound to some, curing 
all evils — pcrfccling all goods or services. 
Unforlunatcly, this is not necessarily the 
case. 


Bargain Prices. 

Try not to forget that when you find that 
special bargain, proceed with caution. While 
gift exchange can mean one thing to con- 
sumers, it can mean something entirely dif- 
ferent to some not-so-honest retailers.

VANCOUVER, British Columbia 
(AP) - Sovereignty, jiotjnoney, is 
the major stumbling block to a ne- 
gotiated settlement In the soft- 
wood-lumber dispute between 
Canada and the United States, 
British Columbia Premier BUI 
Vander Zalm said Friday. 

"What they (the Americans) arc 
talking about Is having Inspectors on 
this side of the border sort of check- 
ing up on companies and going 
through the books of the various, 
-people-involved In the export pro- 
cess," Vander Zalm said after talk- 
ing by telephone to Canada's Inter- 
national trade minister, Pat Carney. 
“We can’t have that happening." 

He has offered to open provincial 
Forest Ministry boolw as a com- 
promise solution to the request for 
monitoring. 

"We certainly don’t want a team 
of (American) inspectors going 
around the offices of the lumber 
companies and the logging com-, 
panics and the forest companies 
looking at their books,” he said. 
“"Thal'snotthcirjorisdlctlon.t! 

But the premier said both he and 
Ms. Carney arc optimistic a settle- 
ment can be reached before the Dec, 
30 deadline set by the U.S. Com- 
merce Department. 

Among the other outstanding 
issues are which provinces wlU be ^In- 


cluded In the agreement and the 
amount of money that must be col- 
lected td'offsct the existing U.S. 
percent tariff. 

Vander Zalm said the Americans 
are asking that any settlement in- 
clude softwood exports from all pro- 
vinces, including New Brunswick. 

The Americans arc also saying 
that a 15 percent stumpage rate in- 
crease Is not enough to replace the 
tariff, The export tax would cost 
.companies an estimated $550 million 
(Canadian), but the Americans want

page rate or loyally Increases In 
subsequent years. 

"1 don’t think the fact that the 
Americans came back with a much 
larger monetary figure (or stumpage 
program needs to be a stumbling 
block," Vander' Zalm said. "I think 
that can be negotiated away. It’s

done, that is the stumbling block."

Demand to climb 
for grain controls 


CHICAGO ,(AP) - There likely wlU 
be rebewed denfands for. mandatory 
controb on grain production when 
the new Congress takes up farm 
policy, a deputy U.S. secretary of 
agriculture predicts. 

“We think that is exactly the 
wrong thing to do," Peler Myers 
said during the annual meeting of. 
the niinola Farm Bureau. “Man- 
datory controls would be a quick fix 
but a loDg-terra disaster.” ' 

Myers said sharp cuts In planting 
ah'd sudden increases in grain prices 
would mean building *'a wall around 
the country’’ to keep out foreign 
farm products. 

And it could hurt other segments 
of agriculture — livestock pro- 
ducers, suppliers and rural com- 
munities, he said. 

Myers urged patience, saying the 
1985 farm bill "Is Just starting to 
work’’ by making U.S. grain prices 
more competitive on the world 
market. 

“We're worried about expanding 
export s and gettin g back to_ ,a_ 
markcl-orlentcd agriculture,’’’ he 
said. “I think we're going to see our 
feed grain start to move." 

. Jim Quinton, an analyst with the 
AgriVlsor . marketing service In 
Bloomington, said foreign and 
domestic demand for U.S. soybeans 
and meal already is improving and 
“eventually we'll run this surplus 
down." 


But Quinton said the com situa- 
tion is more serious because the 
carry-over next year could approach 
6 billion bushels - nearly a year’s 
production. 

He said the 1987 government pro- 
gram to reduce planting may not be 
sufficient, and "it's going to take a 
drought somewhere to work down 
thlscorosurplus." 

Quinton said the farm bill, which ' 
dramatically lowered com prices, 
eventually will stimulate demand ' 
"but you need to give it two years,, 
notone." 

Myers said there Is growing con- ’ 
cem In Washington about the cost of 
farm subsidies — J25.6 billion this 
year - and “taxpayers are getting 
nervous.” 

"I think right now the taxpayers 
believe we need to gel farmers 
through this transition period,” he 
said. 

But Myers said he did not know 
how long their patience would last. 

He said the Reagan adminlstra- 
tl on would continue to pressure - 
otfier nations to reduce their 
agricultural subsidles and engage in 
free trade. 

And Myers said the Soviet Union 
likely will buy U.S. farm products as 
the prices fall, but also will wont the 
United Slates to import their pro- s,_ 
ducts. 

"The trade has to go both ways," 
he said.

Bergland tries to persuade co-ops 
:there*s power in belling themselves^

WASHINGTON - Bob Bergland 
;says it's lime that local electric 
' cooperatives step fully Into the 
limelight and become more visible in 
local communities. 

' Bergland Is executive vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the Na- 
tional Rural Electric Cooperative 
Ass o ciat i on, one of the larg est ^n^ 
most persuasive carm loPbTes in 
‘Washington. He also was secretary 
■ of agriculture in the Carter ad- 
ministration. . 

As ho docs frequently, Bergland 
likes lo mix shop talk about rural 
electrics — the association repre- 
sents about a thousand coops, which 
serve about 27 million consumers 
with plain talk about the economy, 
rural, development, the American 
scene: 

One speech Bergland has been giv- 
ing at regional meetings bas been 
published in the association's mon- 
Ihly mngazinc,- Rural • Electrifica- 
lion, 

The co-ups, he sold, need to go on a 
. campaign “to sell ourselves" to the 
local cummunllics as well as to the 
co-op membership, with a goal of 
. bccmnlng a part of the power struc- 
ture. 

He sold local electric cooperatives 


should become “a visible part of our 
communities instead ot being kind of 
a quiet- laid-back, oul-of-sight, out- 
Df-mlnd ruralutlllty company." 

"The farm depression is real," 
Bergland said.- ‘The manufacturing 
depression Is real and worsening. We 
are seeing massive problems, layoffs 
and plant closures, and It’s affecting 
the rural electric cooperatives. Peo- 
ple are moving out of co-op service 
areas. They have gone from jin_ 
'JI8;0(>ira^j^aTJdinino'^ slecl'pant 
to a 84-an-hour job In a local laun- 
dry." 

Bergland added, “They are still 
employed, but they have gone from 
middle class to working poor.” 

Effort - at the local level, with 
everybody pitching in, can make a 
difference, he said. And the ccHJps 
must lend a bigger band. 

"But It’s not something that Is go- 
ing to get laid bn you by the presi- 
dent of the United Slates, no matter 
who he or she may be," Bergland 
said. "It's not something that the 
administrator. of the REA can come 
out here and do, no matter who he or 
she is." 

The REA is the federal agency, 
part of the Agriculture Departmcnl, 
that has traditionally helpM finance 
local electric cooperatives since the 
system was established In the mid- 
1930s. 


Bergland, 58. said values and at- 
titudes continue to change... .and 
those have enormous implications 
for the rural electric program, which 
has its roots In (he 1930s. 

"Most of the directors of local 
distribution cooperatives are of that 
era. But change Is bound to come; 
we're all bound to retire in time, and 
we’re going lo be replaced by per- 
sons who don't remember the day 
-Uie-lighU-camc-on.— he-saldr-;^Wo’rc— 
going to be replaced by persons who 
don’t really remember hard limes." 

It is essential to know more about 
the emerging majority of middle-age 
and younger Americans who don't 
remember Ihc Depression years and 
who have never farmed in their 
lives, Bergland said. 

"Of the 27 million persons served 
by rural electric cooperatives, only 
about a third have any direct farm- 
related experience," he said.
